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thereabout take it from what their Forefathers had thrown a- 
way, and had lain long in the open Air. 1 he afe above men- 
tioned being confiderable, the perfoD, whofentit, hach beea 
intreatedj to inform what-quantities maybe had of ir^it there 
fhould beoccafion to fend for feme. 

Of(m HungarknBoluSy cf the fame Effc^ with th Bolus 
Amcnus, 

The fame perfon gave notice alfo,that, befides the Bolm Ar* 
menu-ij and the Terra SileJ/aca, there is an Earth to be found in 
Hungary about the River Toc^ay, thence called Belm Toc^avien- 
fis , having as good effecSts in P/^y/C/^, as either of the former 
two, and commended by experience in thofe parts, as much as 
it is by Sennertus out oiCrato, for its goodnefs. 

Of the Na» American Wbak'fifhing about th Ber- 
mudas. 

Here follows aRelau'on.foraewhat more divertifing.than the 
precedent Accountsjwhich is about the new Whale- fijhing in the 
IVeJl-lndies about the Bermudas^ as it was delivered by an under- 
ftanding and hardy Sea-man, who affirmed he had been at the 
killing work himfelf. His accountjas far as remembredjWas ihiSj, 
that though hitherto all Attempts of mattering the Whales ot 
thofeSeas'had been unfuccesfuljby reafon of the extraordinary 
fiercenefs and fwifrnefs of thefe monftrous Animals; yet the 
enterprife being lately renewed, and fuch perfons chofen and 
fent thither for the work, as were refolved not to be baffled by 
a Sea-monfter, they did profper fo far in this undertaking, thac^ 
having been out at Sea, near the f aid Ifle of Ser/wart/rt/.feventeen 
times, andfaftned their Weapons a dozen times,they killed in^ 
thefc expeditions 2 old Female- Whalesj and 3' Cubs, whereof 
one of the old ones, from the head to the extremity of theTayl» 
was 88. Foot in length, by meafurej its Tayl being 23. Foot 
broad,thefwimmingFina25. Foot long, and the Gilts three 
Foot long : having great bends underneath from the Nofe to 
the Naviljupon her after-part,a Finn on the back? being within 
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paved (tills was the plain Sea mans phrafe) with far, like the 
CawlofaHog. 

The other old one, he faid, was fome 60. Foot long. Of the 
Cubs, one was 33. the other two, much about 2/. or 26. Foot 
long. 

The (hape of the Fifli, he faid, was very fliarp behind, liJse the 
ridgeof a houfe, the head pretty bluff, and full of bumps oa 
both fides J the back perfectly black, and the belly white. 

Their celerity and force he affirmed to be wonderful, info- 
much that one of thofe Creatures,which he ftruck himfelf,toW' 
ed the boat wherein he was. after him, for the fpace of fix or fe- 
vcnLeaguesJti^ of an hours time. Being wounded, he faith, 
they make a hideous roaring, at which, all of that kind that are 
within hearing, come towards that place, where the Animal is, 
yet without ftriking, or doing any harm to the wary. 

He added, that they ftruck one of a prodigious bignefs, and 
by g^^^ of above lOO foot long. He is of opinion, that this Fifb 
comesneareft to that fort of Whales, which they call the "ju- 
hartts j they are without teeth, and longer than the Greenland- 
Whales, but not fo thick. 

He faid f urther,that they fed much upon Grafs.growing at the 
bottom of the Sea; which, he affirmed, was feeu by cutting up 
the great Bag of Maw, wherein he had found in oneofthem 
about two or three Hogflieads of a greenifh grafly-matter. 

As to the quantity and nature of the Oyl which they yield, 
he thought, that the largeft fort of chefe Whales might afford 
fevenor eight Tuns if well husbanded, although they had loit 
much this firft time,for want of a good Cooper,havi.ng brought 
home but eleven Tuns. TheCuhbs, by his relation, do yield 
but little, and that is but a kind of a Jelly. That which the old 
ones render, doth candy like Porks- Grea/e, yet barneth very 
well. He obferved,.that the Oyl of the Blubber is as clear and 
fair as any Whey: but that which is boyled out of the Lean, in-, 
terlarded, becomes as hard as Tallow,fpattering in the burning 
and that which is made of the Cawl.refembleth Hoggs greafe. 

On^t but fcarce credible, quality of this Oyl, he aiBrms to be, 
that though it be boiling, yet one may run ones hand into it 
widioat fcalding; to which he adds, that it hath a very healing

Vertue for cuttings, hmcne{%,(gc. the part affeded berng anoin- 
ted therewith. One thing more he related, not to be omitted, 
which is, that having told, that the time of catching thefe Fiflies 
was from the beginning of M«rfi&, to the end of May, after 
which time they appeared no more in that part of the Sea : he 
did, when asked, whither they then retired, give this Anfwer, 
That it was thought, they went into the Weed-beds of the Gulf 
of i^/m^«, it having been obferved, that upon their Fins and 
Tails they have ftore ofCIams or Barnacles, upon which , he 
faid, Rock- weed or Sea-tangle did grow a hand longj many of 
them having been taken of them, of the bignefs of great Oy- 
fter-fliels, and hung upon the Governour of Bermudas his Pales. 

A Narrative concerningthefuccefsof Pendulum-Watches at 
Sea for the Longitudes* 

The Relation lately made by Major Holmes^ concerning the 
fuecefs of the Tendulum-lVatches at Sea (two whereof were com*- 
mitted to his Care and Obfervation in his laft voyage to ( uiny 
by fomeof our Eminent /^/>/»«/f, and Grand Promoters of Nii- 
vigation) is asfolloweth 5 

The faid Major having l?ft that Coaff,and being come to the 
Ifle oiSt.Thewas under the Xm^jaccompanicd with four Veffels, 
having there adjufted his Watches, put to Sea,and failed Weft- 
ward, fevenor eight hundred Leagues, without changing his 
courfe ; after which, finding the Wind favourable, he ftecred 
towards the Coaft o(Jfric\y North-North-Eaft. Buthaving 
failed upon ihztLjne a matter of two or rhree hua JredLeagues, 
the Matters of the other Ships, under his Condu<5t, apprehend- 
ing that they.ihould want Water, before they could reach that 
Coaft,did propofetohim to fteer their Courfe to the Barbadoer,. 
to fupply themfelves with Water there. Whereupon the faid 
Major,having called the Matter and Pilots togeiher5and caufcd 
them to produce their Journals and Calculations, it was found, 
that thofe Pilots did difier in their reckonings from that of the 
Major, one of them eighty Leagues,another about an hundred, 
and the third, more ; tut the. Major judging by his Pendulum^ 
Watcbesyihat they were only fonie thirty Leagues diftant frora 
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
